Shoenfeld.—Our readers will no 
doubt be more than interested in the ar- 
ticle ‘‘Leo. Shoenfeld’s Victory.’’ We 
have met our departed brother in New 
York City, and at the Missionary Insti- 
tute at Nyack, N. Y. He was as gentle 
as a child, with a burning love for Christ 
and deeply interested in Christian work 
among his people. He carried on pri- 
vately a Postal Mission, sending his Jew- 
ish friends Hebrew-Christian literature. 
Dr. G. D. Watson first told us of his 
conversion and incarceration, having 
heard of it in California where he was 
evangelizing at the time. We trust that 
the account of the Christian life of our 
brother will again show that the ‘‘Gos- 
pel of Christ is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth.’’ 
Leo. Shoenfeld lived with his own peo- 
ple a consistent Christian life and bore 
with a patient submission the many trials 
of his faith. The members of his own 
family may well ponder the effect Chris- 
tianity had on their kinsman. At the 
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last, instead of recanting his faith in 
Christ, he made a dying request that his 
Bible be buried with him. 





Day of Atonement.—The solemn days 


of the Jewish feasts occur this year on 


September 30, New Year, and October 
goth, Day of Atonement. The devotions 
on the Day of Atonement begin the 
evening before and continue all of the 
following day. The evening service is 
called Kol Nidrei at which abject re- 
nunciation of self is made. The New 
Year commenced ten days before. The 
orthodox belief is that the judgment of 
the past year then begins. According to 
the Talmud, three classes are judged, 
the thoroughly wicked, the pious and 
the large class of intermediate sinners. 
The fate of the wicked and the pious is 
determined on New Year's Day, the 
class of the intermediate is suspended 
until the Day of Atonement, when the 
fate of every man is sealed. ‘The inter- 
vening ten days is the penitential period 
and many rise early for special peniten- 
tial services in the synagogues and other- 
wise by deeds of charity and confessions 
hope to escape the fate of the wicked. 
There is a growing indifference with 
many Jews as to the awfulness of this 
solemn day. It is observed by them 
more in deference to usage than from a 
sense of guilt before the Judge of judges. 





Days of Repentance.—Under this cap- 
tion a writer in the Dazly Jewish News 
analyzes the principles which govern the 
days of repentance between New Years 
and the Day of Atonement. Says the 
writer, ‘‘As respects penitence and sal- 
vation much has been said and more 
yet remains to be said. Most of the 
time people repent of their virtues and 
take merit in their vices. Menconfound 
their virtues with their sins, rarely dis- 
criminating between the promptings of 
conscience and the whisperings of Apol- 
lyon, and when a person felicitates him- 
self very much on a laudable act, the 
chances are ten to one that he had just 
perpetrated a disgusting villany, and, on 
the other hand, when a man feels down 
in the mouth, and thinks he has given 
place to human weakness, it may well be 
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it was one of the occasions when the 
human heart asserts itself in spite of all 
conventional and worldly barriers. 

We could be disagreeably explicit and 
cite examples, only we don’t want to. 
This however, let us say, that amid all re- 
grets for insignificant little transgressions, 
we doubt whether one good, decent, round, 
solid iniquity will be repented of during 
this season of penitence. ‘That dictionary 
of delinquencies, the ‘‘Al-Chet,’’? was. 
indited long before this era of great 
things, and the sins it catalogues are 
such poor tiny little things that a fash- 
ionable young gentleman would feel a 
proper shame in confessing he was ever 
guilty of such undergrown vices. Why, 
it counts among its worst crimes lying 
and swearing! I’d bet that some of us 
fellows could any time beat the prayer- 
book in the enumeration of possible left- 
handed doings. Well, well, so much 
the worse for some folks.”’ 





A Great Lack.—From the above may 
be seen a great ‘‘lack’’ in the religious life 
of the Jewish people. The lack is that 
Judaism does not provide a satisfactory 
‘‘atonement’’ for the sins of its people. 
Misled by rabbis and by false standards 
this noble race is involved in a spiritual 
decline that is apparent to their own 
leaders and others. Their religious 
papers often deplore the collapse of 
Judaism, and conditions seem to be be- 
yond the ken of leaders of the Jewish 
host. It may be observed that a like 
condition of indifference and ignorance 
exists among the Gentiles, where the Bi- 


ble doctrine of salvation is ignored. 
Itis the. Bible that unfolds the 
scheme of Divine Redemption. The 


necessity of ‘‘Atonement’’ runs through 
the strata of Scripture like veins of silver. 
The sacrifices, under the Levitical econ- 
omy and the repeated utterances of the 
Old Testament, have one urgent voice, 
namely, the shedding of ‘‘Blood of Atone- 
iment

LEO. SHOENFELD’S VICTORY. 


A Glimpse Into the Inner Sanctuary of 
One of God’s Chosen Ones.

The first time the writer ever met 
the subject of this sketch was in the 
autumn of 1898. We were at that time 
living in the lovely little mountain val- 
ley of La Canada, about five miles 
from Pasadena, Cal. On this particu- 
lar morning my father met Mr. Shoen- 
feld while out for a walk. The two 


seemed mutually drawn toward each 
other. My father learning that he was 
a Jew by birth, and being glad to meet 
one of God’s chosen people, asked him 
if he was a believer in Jesus Christ, the 
promised Messiah. He replied that he - 
was not, as he had never troubled his 
mind about such things, in fact scarce- 
ly understood the word, and when, 
during the conversation, he asked my 
father the cause of the peace which he 
saw he possessed, the testimony to 
Christ so impressed him that he gladly 
responded to the invitation to call that 
afternoon at our home. When he came 
he seemed so genuinely interested in 
the answers to his questions, that | 
felt at once, here is a. man through 
whom the Lord may be glorified. He 
said he “believed in God the Creator of 
heaven and earth,” but did not believe 
that the promised Messiah had _ yet 
come. We pointed him to the prophe- 
cies of the Old Testament, concerning 
the Messiah, which were fulfilled in 
Christ, and asked him to read the New 
Testament, and see for himseliveit 
Christ was not God’s promised Mes- 
siah, and to reveal Him to-his spirit. 
He promised that he would do this. 
After this he came to our home almost 
every day for a week or two, and al- 
ways the theme was salvation through 
Jesus. At the third visit he expressed 
his conviction that Christ was truly 
the Messiah, but continued studying 
and searching. After he had entirely 
satisfied himself as to the truth that 
Christ was the Messiah, we urged him 
to make the decision for Christ as his 
personal Saviour. For the first time 
he went away with a clouded face. 

The following day he went away to 
Los Angeles, and on returning after 
three days, he said that after he had 
left our home, he went down before 
God, unable to resist any longer, com- 
mitting his mother and every mem- 
ber of the family to the Lord, then of- 
fering himself, and accepting Him who 
died fot him as his Saviour, the Lord 
spoke peace to his soul.

Immediately he began witnessing 
for Jesus, and grew rapidly in under- 
standing of the word of God. Shortly 
afterward he joined the church. He 


was so happy in the new life, that he 


could hardly wait to write the good tid- 
ings home, as he felt that by hearing 
they would believe. Soon the answer 
came from his mother who wrote, “I 
do not know how to address you, as 
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I cannot call you my son.” The bro- 
ther wrote, “Come home at once, you 
are too weak minded to take care of 
yourself, and will allow designing fools 
to lead you into wild fanaticism.” 

He had been receiving $100.00. per 
month (his own money), and_ they 
wrote to him that no more money 
would be sent, unless he promised to 
come home at once. As he handed me 
the letter he remarked, “I am waiting 
on the Lord for a reply, they cannot 
understand, O, I would be willing to 
die, if I might only have the privilege 
of leading my loved ones to Christ.” In 
a very few days he came to tell us 
good-bye. After he reached home he 
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wrote several letters, to which we re- 
sponded immediately, giving him all 
the encouragement the Lord gave us. 
None of these letters ever reached him. 
He soon began urging us to write, en- 
treating us to pray for his family and 
for himself, saying it was hard to live 
the Christ life when there was no soul 
in sympathy, no Christian was allow- 
ed to come into the home. 

About this time two or three parties 
here received letters from his sister, 
strongly condemning all who had in- 
fluenced her brother toward Christian- 
ity, and saying that upon his arrival 
home, they noticed that he was men- 
tally unbalanced, and had had him ex- 
amined and placed in a private asylum. 
This was written to prevent further 
correspondence. For a time we could 
devise no plan for reaching him. Some 
Christian friends in New York were 
requested to call on him at his home, 
but his mother and sister absolutely 
refused admission. Fhe» obstacles 
thrown in the way of his further pro- 
gress seemed insurmountable. His Bi- 
ble was hidden from him. He was told 
Paate the silence: on ithe®* part )..of-.his 
Christian’ friends was another proof of 
fieinepernidy. | the learned )Rabbis 
were called upon to give him a right 
understanding of Judaism, so without 
a Christian friend to counsel, without 
the comforting promises, having had 
only a three-months’ knowledge of 
how to be rooted and grounded.in God, 
with the filial love he felt for his dear 
old mother, it was not strange that 
Satan should, for a time, convince him 
that after all Christianity was not for 
the Jews, though it might, perhaps, be 
good enough for the Gentiles. 

Bowing before God for direction, I 
wrote a long letter, explaining the ac- 
tion of his family regarding former let- 
ters, the insane ruse, etc., assuring him 
of our constancy, that Jesus loved and 
would never forsake him, even though 
now he was under the power of the 
evil one, and God would hold him still, 
in spite of men or demons. This letter 
was enclosed with explanatory note to 
Miss Louise Shephard, who handed to 
Miss Cole and Miss Meinder (now 
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Mrs. Emil. Linde), of Jewish Bible 
Mission, 210 Chrystie street, New 
York. Miss Meinder went to Mr. 
Shoenfeld’s place of business, and gave 
him the letter, she was also favored to 
converse with him, and these two sis- 
ters have since stood with us in faith 
for his uttermost deliverance. He re- 
quested us still to pray for him, but to 
send him no letters, and later he would 
write himself. Soon the letter came. 
It was a real soul wail, and brought us 
low at the mercy seat in his behalf. He 
confessed he was the most unhappy 
man on earth, with neither Saviour nor 
Comforter, joy nor peace, he could not 
even pray. All that at first had cap- 
tivated him in the religious history of 
his nation, now fell like a pall on his 
soul. The sweet glad glimpse he had 
six months before of Jesus, was so ob- 
scured by doubt and fear, it left him 
sick at heart. He felt that he had so 
erieved the Holy Spirit, he never 
would have.the same peace as before. 

This state of deep contrition and 
wretchedness continued for two or 
three years. -He said, “I would go to 
any spot on this earth, or do anything 
possible, if only I might once more 
have the witness of the Holy Spirit, 
and be an instrument in blessing oth- 
ers.” While under this soul pressure 
his health again failed, and he went to 
Lakewood, N. J. Before he had been 
there a week, he wrote that he was re- 
instated with the Lord. “TI have not,” 
he said, “so much joy as previously, 
bits know God has forgiven my sins, 
and by His grace I am_ determined 
never again to turn from Him.” After 
this every testimony became richer and 
fuller. His family desired him to re- 
turn home, but this he would not do 
until first having elicited a promise 
from his sister (who persecuted him 
more than any other member of his 
family), that he should have freedom 
in his own home to worship God as a 
Christian. For a time she seemed to 
respect this promise, but her “last state 
was worse than the first.” 

Finding, however, that “none of these 
things moved him, vi he was requested 
to leave homie, but while p packing his 
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trunk, his mother forbade him, and 
again he obeyed. His bank books 
were given into his possession only 
long enough for checks to be made out 
to whom they desired. He had no lib- 
erty to seek protection through the 
law, nor to strive in any way, in the 
natural for what were his rights. He 
told them they might do with him as 
pleased their fancies, even to burning 
his body at the stake, but he never 
again would turn from Jesus, Him they 
could not take from him. He gave 


himself wholly to God, living day by 


day in and on the life of Christ, for his 


mortal body, as well as his spiritual. 


being. As he thus grew in grace, his 
home persecutions grew more and 
more intolerable. The sister could not 
tolerate what she looked upon as dis- 
grace to her family, in his new course 
of action. Quoting from one of his let- 
ters, “Sister dislikes me more and 
more, [ pray that the more this spirit 
rules her, the more God shall fill me 
with love for her. I long for some spe- 
cial way of showing Christ’s love in me 
ror her. Mother and sister have 
been like the troubled sea. I am sure 
God is greatly striving with them, let 
us believe He will finish what has been 
started in their souls. How blessed 
when we can be quiet and unmoved 
under trying conditions. O, how 
much it would mean to hear my sister 
testifying for Christ, God grant the 
vision may be made real.” 


It was his delight to witness for 
Christ.. He wrote, “I have lately had 
the privilege of telling a young man of 
the wonderful tender lové of a Saviour 
dying for a sinful world, and have 
given him a New Testament.” This 
was his meat and drink, everywhere, in 
the stores, parks, churches, missions, 
conventions, or on the streets or cars, 
always and ever holding up the sinless 
Lamb to a hopeless world. When un- 
able to leave home he would write let- 
ters, these, too, bore precious fruitage 
to God’s glory. About two years ago 
the family left New York City, and lo- 
cated in Liberty, N. Y. Here our bro- 
ther found again opportunity to wit- 
ness for Jesus, and had fellowship with 
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“somé members: of the M. E. Church, 
among: these we would specially men- 
tion Mr. and Mrs. Diihr, who were glad 
to render any kindness in their power, 
-and to’Mrsv D: we owe the accounts of 
his last moments on earth. He ad- 
dressed several meetings in behalf of 
‘his people, and it was his earnest de- 
‘sire to start a weekly prayer circle for 
Israel: Some of these meetings result- 
-ed in the awakening of Christians to a 
‘deep and abiding’ interest, and desire 
for the salvation of the Jews. 


ci Not long before his departure to be 
with Christ, he wrote, “Humanly 
speaking, I believe my days are not 
»many, there is no fear of death, but 
rather joy to contemplate the great 
Coronation Day, but this gives me an- 
-guish of heart, many times the families 
of converted Jews take advantage of 
that time by saying, ‘He recanted at 
the last.’ Such a thought causes me to 
feel awful, not because it would change 
the destiny of my soul, but the wrath 
of Jehovah “it seems would be visited 
upon any doing so. I have told some 
of my friends and my family as much, 
and trust they will respect my heart’s 
desire.” : 


About one month before his death 
he wrote to Miss Cole: “I desire to say 
that I am finding Jesus very precious 
and real in my weakness, and should 
it be God’s will to call me home, I wish 


some of my friends to attend the serv-: 


ice, should any be held, and if any ref- 
erence to my recanting should be made, 
in Jesus’ name to call the lie. I so oft- 
en think this may be done, and even 
the thought haunts me.” 


rl A-letter dated January 28, 10904, 
states: “Your letter came during the 
fiercest conflict with Satan it seems I 
have ever had, and helped me very 
much...In. the home, matters 
worse, and I am in an extreme state of 
weakness. As regards mother, she has 
a great deal.of love and sympathy, but 
you would wonder to. see how. she 
trembles when there are watchful.eyes. 
Many things she would do for my com- 
fort, but for after results. How I long 
for sister’s soul; O, do make it your 
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special plea. God must come, He will 
do His work. Mr. and Mrs. Diihr 
alone are permitted to call. The friends 
here would do almost anything for me, 
but are forbidden entrance. Kindly re- 
member me to all my old friends and 
tell them’ I will surely meet them there. 
How can I ever thank you enough for 
your many acts of love, the way you 
have upheld me in prayer, and so many 
ways. God knows, God will repay.” 


This was the last letter ever receiv- 
ed from our dear brother. Letters from 
Mrs.- Dithr and Miss Cole told of his 
having passed into the glory with Jesus 
February 16, 1905. He retained con- 
sciousness almost to the last, and gave 
triumphant evidence both in words and 
smiles, of his utter yieldedness to God, 
and faith in Jesus, and ready to obey 
the summons, “Well done, good and 
faithful servant, enter into the joy of 
thy Lord.” He requested that his pre- 
cious Bible that had cheered and com- 
forted him in what would otherwise 
have been dark and lonely hours, be 
placed in the casket with him, as a sil- 
ent testimony to his faith in Jesus 
Christ, to those who would look upon 
his remains, when his lips would no 
longer speak. “Faithful unto death” 
through awful persecution to the very 
last hour of life. 


But here we would pityingly draw a 
veil over the actions and words of those 
so beloved by him, and in the simplici- 
ty of faith unto Him who said, “Father, 
forgive them, they know not what they 
do,” we would, in fellowship with oth- 
ers, commit these blinded ones, that 
God in His infinite and tender compas- 
sion, may open their eyes to see Him, 
and fall in worshipful obedience, giv- 
ing Him praise and glory, for “Worthy 
is the Lamb that was slain to receive 
power and riches and wisdom and 
strength and glory and blessing.”

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THE JEW: HIS PAST, PRESENT 
AND FUTURE.

[An address delivered before the Friends of Israel 
at Willmar, Mint.] 


This subject has certainly been greatly 
neglected. The minister of the Gospel 
has preached upon almost every import- 
ant Scripture subject, but how many of 
you ever heard a sermon on the Jew? 

We have been giving you the water of 
life from an ever-flowing fountain, but 
we have not stopped to tell you that the 
fountain is a Jewish one. We have been 
feeding you with the Bread of Life from 
an abundant storehouse: but we have 
neglected to tell you that the storehouse 
is likewise of Jewish origin. 

If we had done our duty, I do not be- 
lieve so much prejudice would exist 
against the Jew as there is among us 
to day. If the Christian church realized 
the debt we owe the Jew, it would be 
asking the question more _ seriously: 
‘‘What can we do to pay the debt?’ 

Did you ever stop to think of that 
indebtedness? 


To the Jew, we are indebted for the 
Bible. It is a Jewish book. Do you 
love the Psalms of David? David wasa 
Jew. Do you love the wondrous ora- 
torios of Isaiah? He was a Jew. Do 
you love the Gospel story as told by 
Matthew or Mark or John? ‘They were 
Jews. Do you appreciate the inspired 
teachings of the Epistles of Paul, Peter, 
James, Jude and John? All of them 
were Jews. The Bible from beginning 
to end, with the exception of a com- 
paratively small portion of it, is a Jewish 
book. To the Jew too, we are indebted, 
under God, for our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
after the flesh, was a Jew. When Lord 
Beaconfield was taunted on one occasion 
for being a Jew, he said: ‘‘I cannot see 
how any professed Christian can hate a 
Jew, for one part of Christendom wor- 
ships the Virgin Mary who wasa Jewess, 
and the other part, Jesus Christ, who 
was a Jew.’’ If you are saved to-day it 
is because you are trusting in a Savior. 
It was Jesus Himself who said: ‘‘Salva- 
tion is of the Jews.’’ 
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‘“‘And not only,’’ says a writer, ‘‘is 
salvation of the Jews, in the fact that 
the Lord Jesus Christ, the crown and 
consummate glory of humanity, was a 
Jew, but Christianity and all the civili- 
zation.and hopes and blessings that have 
sprung from it to the nations, are of the 
Jews. Not to Assyria or Egypt or 
Persia, not to Greece or Rome but to 
that feeble, down-trodden Hebrew race ; 
not to Socrates, and Confucius and 
Zoroaster and Plutarch and Cicero and 
Epictitus and Mahommed: but to Abra- 
ham and Moses and David and Christ 
and Paul; not to the Vedas of India; not 
to the books of Zoroaster and Mencius, 
nor of the Stoics and Epicureans, but to 
the Jewish Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments, do we owe under God, 
an immeasurable debt of gratitude, for 
time and eternity, for our religion and 
morality, our liberties aud civilization, 
our hopes of pardon, peace with God 
holiness and glory unending and incon- 
ceivable’’ (Rev. Thos. Skinner, D. D.). 

If this be true, how interested we 
should be in that people who have been 
the channel through which it has pleased 


God to send nearly all the blessings 


which we enjoy to-day ! 

I bespeak your attention and interest 
then, for a little time, while I ‘bring to 
your attention some facts eoncerning the 
Jew: dis past, present and future. 


1. His past can be traced back nearly 
three thousand years to the time of Abra- 
ham. No nation to-day is so ancient as 
the Jewish nation. ‘‘The daysof Israel’s 
independence,’’ says one, ‘‘were almost 
gone when Socrates and Plato were 
teaching in Greece. When Rome was 
founded so many centuries ago, Israel 
had passed the zenith of its power.’’ In 
comparison with the Jews, the nations 
of to-day are very young. And during 
those many years it has had a wonderful 
history. You are familiar with it. You 
have followed Abraham, Isaac and Jacob 
in their journeyings, you have followed 
Joseph down into Egypt; and his kins- 
men after him and you have followed 
Moses, years afterward, as he led them 
out of the Egyptian bondage: you have 
followed them in their history through 
the wilderness and in the conquest, un- 
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der Joshua, of the promised land; you 
have followed them in their career under 
the Judges and afterwards under the 
Kings until Israel was carried into As- 
syria to become the ‘‘Ten Lost Tribes’’ 
and until Judah was also carried away 
captive to Babylon to return seventy 
years afterward to the native land where 
they remained asa nation till the Mes- 
siah ‘‘came unto his own’’ who ‘‘received 
him not.’’ 


And perhaps you are familiar with the 
circumstances of Jewish history since 
that time; how 37 years after Christ’s 
crucifixion the Romans beseiged and 
destroyed the City of Jerusalem, slaying 
one million Jews, carrying away ninety 
‘thousand prisoners in a triumphal pro- 
cession to Rome, leaving the city, in 
accordance with Christ’s prediction, in 
utter ruin (Matt. 24: 2); how these 
people were sold into slavery, denied all 
civil rights, becoming ‘‘a race of outlaws 
to be maltreated, plundered and outraged 
at pleasure, with no possibility of re- 
dress;’’ of how in 1290 the Jews were 
banished from Great Britain and forbid- 
den to return for 400 years; of how they 
have been banished seven times from 
France, counted as slaves of the Emperor 
in’ Germany, persecuted in and banished 
from Spain and Portugal, and down- 
trodden and oppressed in Russia, even 
to the present hour. 

Such has been the past history’of this 
fated people. There is one thing re- 
markable about it: Jewish history was 
written beforehand. Many have written 
the history of the English and other 
races as they looked back into the past; 
the prophets wrote the history of the 
Jewish race as they looked forward into 
the future. | 

Hosea said years before the dispersion 
occurred: ‘‘My God will cast them away 
because they did not hearken unto Him: 
and they shall be wanderers among the 
nations’? (Hosea 9: 17). Moses said: 
“Tt shall come to pass that as the Lord 
rejoiced over you to do you good, and to 
multiply you so the Lord will ‘rejoice 
over you to destroy you and to bring you 
to nought; and ye shall be plucked from 
off the land whither thou goest to pos- 
sess it, and the Lord shall scatter thee 
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among all people, from the one end of 
the earth even unto the other’’ (Deut. 
28: 63-64). 

The Lord said through the prophet 


“Amos: ‘'For lo, I will command, and I 


will sift the House of Israel among all 
nations, like as corn is sifted in a sieve, 
yet shall not the least grain fall upon the 
earth’’ (Amos 9: 9). 

This prophetic history has had a won- 
derful and literal fulfillment. 


2. The present condition of the Jew 
in the world is one of the strongest proofs 
of the inspiration of the Bible. The Jew 
is the miracle of the ages. His presence 
with’us is a standing rebuke to infidelity. 
He has been sifted as corn among the 
nations and yet not one grain has fallen 
to the ground. ‘‘He is dispersed among 
all nations and yet blends with none. 
Kighteen centuries have had no effect on 
him, have effected none of his striking 
peculiarities. Climate has not even 
changed his facial expression. He has 
preserved his nationality without a coun- 
try, his religion without a worship, his 
hopes without a foundation.’? HKdward 
Everett Hale wrote a book, sometime 
ago, entitled: ‘‘A man without a coun- 
try.’’ That is a description of the Jew 
to-day. And this description corre- 
sponds with the prophecies uttered cen- 
turies ago. Could you want any better 
proof of the inspiration and divine origin 
of the Bible? A sceptical King, Freder- 
ick the Great, once asked his chaplain 
to give him a proof of the Christian 
religion and the Bible as an inspired 
book, in a single sentence his answer 
was: ‘‘The Jews, your Majesty.’ It 
was certainly a sufficient proof. 

Perhaps you would like to know how 
many Jews there are in the world to-day. 
According to the American Jewish Year 
Book (1905) the estimated number of 
Jews in the world is 10,671,832. Russia 
has the largest Jewish population, 2,071,- 
254. ‘The United States comes third in 
the list with 1,127,268. 

The Jew is everywhere and he is an 
honorable inhabitant of whatever coun- 
try he may be found. Mark Twain is 
generally thought of as a humorist but 
upon some subjects he writes seriously. 
He wrote an article some time ago for

Flarper's Magazine concerning the Jews. 
In it he said: ‘The Jew is not a disturber 
of the peace of any country. Even his 
enemies will concede that. He is not a 
loafer, he is not a sot, he is not noisy, he 
is not a brawler, nor a rioter, he is not 
quarrelsome. In the statistics of crime 
his presence is conspicuously rare in all 
countries. With murder and _ other 
crimes of violence he has but little to do; 
he is a stranger to the hangman. In 
the police court’s daily long roll of ‘as- 
saults’ and ‘drunk and disorderlies’ his 
name seldom appears..... The Jew is 


not a burden on the charity of the state 


or of the city; these could cease from 
their function without affecting him. ... 
His race is entitled to be called the most 
benevolent of all the races of men.”’ 


The Jew of to-day isa man of brains 
and frequently a man of wealth. Dr. J. 
Wilbur Chapman says: ‘‘In Europe, 
Asia, Africa and America they have been 
foremost as poets, musicians and phil- 
osophers. Spinoza was the great mind 
in the rationalistic movement in Ger- 
many. Neander was the prince of his- 
torians. Seventy of the professors’ chairs 
in Germany are filled with Jews. Roth- 
schild and Hirsch are the bankers of 
Europe. A Jew is at the head of the 
great University in Cairo, with its three 
hundred professors and ten thousand 
students. This is also true of America 
with a population of only one per cent 
yet in recent years they have had three 
senators, seven assembly men, nine 
judges, two governors of states, five 
mayors, two collectors of the port, two 
brigadier-generals.”’ 


“In Berlin’’—to quote Mark Twain 
again—‘‘a few years ago, I read a speech 
which frankly urged the expulsion of 
the Jews from Germany, and the agita- 
tor’s reason was as frank as his proposi- 
tion. It was this: that eighty-five per 
cent of all the successful lawyers of Ber- 
lin were Jews, and that about the same 
percentage, of the great and lucrative 
business of all sorts in Germany was in 
the hands of the Jewish race. Isn’tthat 
an-amazing confession? It was but an- 
other. way of saying that in a population 
of 18,000,000, of whom only 500,000 
were registered as Jews, eighty-five per 
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cent of the brains and honesty of the 
whole was in the hands of the Jews.’’ 
This is certainly 4 remarkable tribute 
of this race that“ is sometimes despised. 
and looked down upon as Seats of. 
regard. A 
3. -But what of te Jew’s: repctosae 
Do we know anything of that? Yes, 
the same book’ which records for us his 
present history narrates his. future his- 
tory as well. And according to the: 
declarations which it contains’ that his- 
tory will be glorious. | tc 
Says Hosea, the prophet: ‘‘For the 
children of Israel shall abide many days 
without a king, and without a prince,; 
and without a sacrifice, and without an, 
image, and without an ephod, and. with- 
out terephim; afterward (and there is 
always an ‘afterward’ in these prophecies 
concerning Israel) shall the children of 
Israel return and seek the Lord their. 
God, and David their king, and shall 
fear the Lord and His soodngse; in the 
latter days’’ (chapter 3: 4, 5).. 


Says the Lord through thel: eprootict 
Amos: ‘‘And I will bring again the 
captivity of my people of Israel,» and 
they shall build the waste cities and shall 
inhabit them ; they shall plant vineyards 
and drink the wine thereof; they shall 
also make gardens and eat the fruit of 
them. And I will plant them upon‘their 
land, and they shall no more be pulled 
up out of their land which I ‘have given 
them, saith the Lord thy Sonne ies 
9: 14, 15). = 

Scores of prophecies sitnilar to these 
point to the time when Israel shall~be 


restored,—restored to their land: of 


Palestine, and restored to the favor of 
God. ‘‘For I would not, brethren,” 
says Paul in the gth*of Romans, that ye 
should be‘ignorant of this mystery, lest 
ye should be wise in your own conceits; 
that blindness in partis happened to 
Israel, until the fullness of the Gentiles 
be come in:* And so all Israel shall be 
saved; as it is written: There shall .come 
out of Zion the deliverer;,and shall turn 


‘away ungodliness from Jacob, for- this is 
‘my covenant with them when I. ‘take 


away their sins’? (Rom 9::25-27).+ 
_ It looks as if these prophecies:of Seri 


ture were begiining to. find fulfillment. 
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~We read much in these days of the 
‘Zionist movement’? which has as its 
object the securing of Palestine for the 
permanent abode of the dispersed and 

ersecuted Israelites. 
leader in this movement, says, “Unless 
the .Zionist movement succeeds, and a 
country is provided where the Jews who 
have not assimilated with other nations, 
may. go, and be at peace and find com- 
plete liberty the race will die, judging by 
the present rate of increasing opposition. 
But the Zionist plan is going to succeed. 
It must. It will not be done quickly 
however. Though the frame-work of 
the structure may be put upin our day, 
it will take generations to supply the 
walls and the internal arrangements. ”’ 

This is what this great leader thinks. 
God may think otherwise. A nation 
may be re-born in day when God begins 
to ‘‘hiss for them and gather them’’ 
(Zech. ro: 8). 


Joseph Cook once said that he could 
put his ear down at the Golden Gate in 
California and almost hear the tramping 
of four hundred million weary feet in 
China... ‘‘And it is true to-day,’’ says 
Dr Chapman, ‘“‘that you can almost 
hear, as you listen, the tramping of the 
feet of the weary Jews, as, after many 
persecutions, they are hurrying back to 
the land which God gave them.’’ 


“God hath not cast away His people 
which He fore-knew.’’ They are still 
the object of His watch-care and ‘‘He 
will ever be mindful of His covenant’’ 
made with their fathers of old. Still 
does He say to them: ‘‘The Gentiles 
shall see thy righteousness, and all the 
kings thy glory: and thou shall be called 
by a new name which the mouth of the 
Lord shall name’’ (Isa. 62: 2). ‘‘And 
the ransomed of the Lord shall return, 
and come to Zion with songs and ever- 
lasting joy upon their heads: and they 
shall obtain joy and gladness, and sorrow 
and sighing shall flee away”’ (Isa a5: 
IO). 


“They come from the ends of the earth, 
White with its aged snows ;

WONDERFUL ISRAEL.

Divine revelation deals with three dis- 
tinct classes—the Jew, Gentile and 
Church of God. While some truth be- 
longs to all alike, much applies exclu- 
sively to only one class. 

God first deals with the Adamic nations 
en masse, then He calls out one man, 
Abraham, from the Orient, to create a 
new nation as the custodian and almoner 
of redemptive revelation. Gen. 12:°1 3. 

After this the Christian, a third class, 
is called out for a new dispersation of 
redemption; but, all through the suc- 
cessive epochs, God's dealings and chron- 
ology pertain primarily to His ancicnt 
covenant people—Israel. 

The great clock of God’s chronology, 
starting from the decree of Cyrus, to 
mark the coming of the kingdom, stops 
at the close of sixty-nine weeks, when 
Messiah is cut off and Israel is cast out 
of fellowship, to start again and finish 
the last week, when Messiah returns to 
deal with Israel. Dan. 9: 24 27. 

The Hebrew comes as a new brand of 
man from Assyria, but no longer an: As- 
syrian; a stock on which to engraft. the 
world’s Redeemer. How transcendently 
superior to all other triumvirs of earth's 
noblemen are Abraham, Moses and Paul! 

The land from the Nile to the Eu- 
phrates was given to Abraham by title 
deed from Jehovah and weighted. down 
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by mountains. It is the most wonderful 
land on earth, located in the centre of 
God’s geography, and when the latter 
rain fully returns, after a suspension 
now of fifteen hundred years, it will feed 
twenty millions. Ezek. 20: 6. 


God located the nations at first with 
reference to this land and people. Deut. 
32: 8. The land fits the Jew alone, and 
the Jew fits the land. Jerusalem, over- 
thrown seventeen times, and now built 
on ruins seventy feet deep, is the centre 
of the world’s peace. Hag. 2: 9. It 
will be the capital of the millennial earth, 
and then be transfigured into the Bridal 
Capital of the elect and glorified earth. 

Tne Jewish economy, first. paternal, 
and then theocratic, was anti-unright- 
eousness and anti-poverty, and far ahead 
of all modern schemes of civic reform and 
sociology. 

God chose Abraham as a medium 
through which to bless the world, for- 
gave his sins on credit and blessed him 
with an unconditional and an everlasting 
covenant. Gen. 17: 7, 8. 

The Jews defaulted at the Cross, and 
the heavenly position in the coming 
kingdom was taken from them and given 
to the Church, now being called of the 
Gentiles as a Bride between those two 
mountain peaks of redemption, the Cross 
and the Coming. Matt. 21: 43; Luke 
12: 32. Thus we have the stellar seed 
of Abraham for the heavenly depart- 
ment of the kingdom and the seed, like 
sand, for the earthly department. Gen. 
255; 

The old Jewish train, put on the track 
to bless the world, is shunted off for a 
time, and the Gentile pick-up train is 
belting the world to gather out the Bride, 
and thus the Jew comes on again to bless 
all nations with millennial glory, in the 
original covenant. Study Acts 15: 14-17 
and Rev. Io. 

What an infinite debt the world owes 
to the Jew! 

The house of Abraham is the most 
‘‘ancient and honorable’’ on earth— 
ancient and honorable when Rome, Mace- 
donia, Medo-Persia, and even Babylon, 
were born. And the Jew is ordained of 
God a special and spectacular witness 
for the Old Testament that cannot be 
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impeached. Isa. 63: 10-12: In ortho- 
dox belief or veiled unbelief, righteous- 
ness or unrighteousness, he is God's 
faithful witness. 

The Jew isa file, on which infidelity 
breaks its teeth.

According to prophecy, they are sown 
broadcast and world-wide, from Shang- 
hai to San Francisco, from the snows of 
Siberia to the sands of Sahara, and 
everywhere they are hated and ‘‘peeled.”’ 

They have been robbed, wronged and 
murdered by pagan, Mohammedan and 
Christian. No other people, not. even 
the African, has suffered like the Jew. 


The wrongs of all others fade out, 
colorless, in comparison. Jeremiah well 
says, ‘‘Behold and see if there be any 
sorrow like unto my sorrow.’’ Lam. 
1:12. Although less guilty than Gen- 
tiles now for rejecting Christ, and sel- 
dom criminal under any government, 
they have been hated, disabled, robbed 
and banished by most of the leading 
nations. ‘Their treasure was their 
treason.’’? The Roman virtue of Vir- 
ginius is lauded, when he thrust a dagger 
to the heart of his chaste daughter to 
save her from the pollution of an Em- 
peror, but thousands of Jews murdered 
their wives and daughters to save them 
from the fanaticism, cruelty and lust 
of the Crusaders, and then killed them 
selves. bd Sie 


The witness-bearing Jew, according to 
prophecy, appears on the stand, distinct 
from all other men, in. wonderful and 
mared individuality. He resists all 
affinity for the Gentiles; like drops: of 
water falling into the ccean and still 
holding their form. He has come out 
to stay out. The Jew-looking man pre- 
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sents the same stereotyped features that 
were cut on the tablets of Ninevah three 
thousand years ago. He is like a new 
species of humanity, defying assimilation, 
extermination and degeneration. 

America assimilates or extinguishes 
all white races except the Jew, but 
‘‘Jonah”’ is indigestible. 

Other races and nations rise, flourish 
and fall, but he survives while seven-fold 
affliction passes over him. 

_ “Nations come and nations go, 
But he goes on forever.’’ 

His original powers of mind and body 
still ‘operate unspent. ‘he degenerate 
Greek never wails over the relics of de- 
parted Grecian glory. No ‘‘Dago’’ visits 
the Pantheou and meditates upon the 
glory and decline of Rome. 

Thus races have degenerated below 
such conceptions, but the wailing Jew at 
the foundation of the Temple still fully 
appreciates the golden age of his race, 
and is as capable of reproducing it as in 
the days of Solomon. 


His very name, in fulfillment of proph- 
ecy, is a dictionary word of contempt, 
but the Son of a Jewish maiden sits at 
the right hand of God, waiting to come 
and claim His crown rights to the sover- 
eignty of the world. 


Jews are not drunkards or criminals, 
but money lovers, beaten by none on 
earth except Yankees, and the masterly 
financiers and bankers of this modern 
commercial age. Nations must ask 
credit of the Jew before they can ‘‘let 
slip the dogs of war.’’ 

God declared that he would punish or 
make a full end of persecuting nations. 
Proud Egypt is now ‘‘the basest of na- 
tions,’’ and not a single representative 
of Babylonia or Assyria can be found on 
earth. 

And God declares that he shall be 
“the head, and not the tail,’’ especially 
in the coming millennial age, when he 
will be the head of the nations. 

Even now no other people of the same 
number have such influence on the affairs 
of the world. 

The Jew has more mental and physical 
vitality than any other race. He lives 
here five years longer than we do, and in 
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some ancient cities twice as long as the 
natives. 

A little research will show that he 
rises to the head of every sphere he en- 
ters—commerce, statesmanship, scholar- 
ship, theology and the fine arts. 

When Wagner, in hatred, wrote a 
difficult piece for his orchestra to ‘‘beat 
the Jew,’’ he found that at last every 
man who drew a bow was a Jew. 

This wonderful and everlasting nation 
is now raising fifty million dollars to pur- 
chase their God-given land, and they are 
rapidly returning in unbelief. They 
must ‘‘buy their way back.”’ 

There they will wait for their Messiah, 
anp He will invest them with the head- 
ship of the nations in their own beloved 
and elect city. The theocracy will be 
gloriously restored and extended, and 
Jew and Gentile will rejoice together. 
Study Isa. 40, Rom. 21 and -Israel’s 
graveyard in Hzek. 37.

THE CHILDREN OF ABRAHAM.

In the 103rd Psalm we read that God 
made known His ways to Moses, His 
acts to the children of Israel. This 
statement cover the entire range of Scrip- 
truth. God impresses upon Moses the 
details of what took place before he was 
born. How was he to know unless di- 
vinely impressed that God in the begin- 
ning did thus and so, before Adam was 
created. These things must have been 
told him by the angels, or he was inspired 
with the knowledge of what antedated 
his birth. We know that Moses was 
intimately acquainted or he could not 
have written the record of those events. 

We know that the Bible is a divine 
book, for holy men wrote as they were 
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moved by the Holy Spirit. Our Saviour 
said that all things written in the Law 
and in the Prophets and in the Psalms 
concerning Him mmwus¢ be fulfilled.  ‘‘And 
beginning at Moses and the Prophets He 
expounded to them in all the Scriptures 
concerning Himself.’’ Luke 24: 27. 
God chose Abraham to be the ehad and 
front of the divine creation. In thy 
seed (the Christ) shall the families of 
the earth be blessed. 


From the call of Abraham salvation 
seems to flow along in that direction 
only—He chose him and his seed to 
work out His purpose which He had in 
Himself before the foundation of the 
world. To carry out this purpose it was 
necessary to His plan to form a nation- 
ality, which He did of the natural seed 
of Abraham. He chose them alone and 
formed into a commonwealth and through 
them His purpose has been developed. 
All His instrumentalities have been 
selected from an Israelitish source; He 
spake by them and through them only. 
God bestowed His favor upon them and 
for one of any other nation to become 
partakers with them it was encumbent 
upon them to come under their constitu- 
tion, accept the law and be circumcised. 
Then they were adopted citizens. Even 
then they were not admitted to the inner 
circle of fellowship. ‘There was a di- 
vision in the Temple worship. 


The offer of salvation never came to 
the Gentiles until Christ ascended into 
heaven; even then Israel received the 
first offer. : 

‘“‘Beginning at Jerusalem’’ was the 
commandment of Jesus. ‘‘Salvation zs 
of the Jews,’’ Jesus said to the woman of 
Samaria. John 4: 22. 

Outside of this Israelitish Common- 
wealth there has been no salvation of- 
fered since it was formed. So what Paul 
said, (Eph. 2: 12) “‘At that time ye 
were without Christ, being aliens from 
the Commonwealth of Israel and without 
God in the world.’’ Now the question 
is, can we work out our own salvation 
independent of God’s order? If He has 
arranged the plan and defined the way, 
surely the unchangeable God will accept 
of no daubing of untempered mortar. 

We read ‘‘he is not a Jew which is one 
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outwardly, but he is a Jew which ‘is one 
inwardly.’’ Rom. 2: 27. We learn 
from this that the term /ew forms quite 


an important item in the make-up of a 


Christian. ‘‘The wild olive (Gentiles) 
must be grafted in the good olive, the 
Israelitish tree, to bear acceptable ‘fruit, 
to suit tne purpose of God. ‘‘They who 
worship Him must worship in Spirit and 
in truth.’’ It is vain to do so, teaching 
the doctrines of men. 


The Israelites were régarded from a 
divine standpoint as the children of the 
promise. Jesus said concerning them 
‘‘the children must first be fed: As a 
nation they rejected their opportunity, 
hence the call of the Gezzz/es to take’ the 
place of those who knew not the time of 
their visitation. So as Jesus said; ‘‘God 
visited the Gentiles to take out of them 
a people for His Mame,’’ and who: will 
constitute the fullness of the Christ,— 
members of His body, the church. ‘This 
was done on the principle of the One 
faith, preached and believed. As there 
is only one faith, is it not important that 
we should know just what it is? - Paul 
speaks of it as the ‘‘hope of Israel;’’ well 
then it is altogether Israel—Israelitish 
and all those who have become ~/svaelttes 
indeed. 


The promise made to the fathers in 
the ground work of Christianity,—leave 
out the hope of these promises and there 
is no eternal salvation. It is not’ God 
honoring to accept anything that comes 
along. The only way we can. honor 
Him is by contending for the pure tried 
Word by which He begets His children. 
The Gentiles are grafted into this good 
olive tree upon a principle of faith in the 
promises made to the fathers of. the 
Israelites. ‘‘A father of many nations 
have I made thee.’’ Gen..17: 5. We 
learn that God constitutes Abraham the 
federal head of all believers through his 
seed—the Chvist. . This thought finds its 
complete fulfillment in the Song. of the 
Redeemer (see Revelation)... ‘For Thou 
(Christ) was slain and hast redeemed us 
to God by Thy-blood out of every kin- 
dred, and tongue, and people, and 
nation; ’’ a family relationship ‘is there- 
fore established between Abraham and 
the numerous seed brought into this 
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through Christ; ‘‘for if ye be Christ’s 
then are ye Abraham’s seed and heirs 
according to the promise.’’ This is well 
understood by every believing and honest 
heart. There is beauty, system and 
order in this arrangement of the Divine 
Plan. ‘The great apostle to the Gentiles, 
who proclaimed that the hope of the 
promise made of God to the fathers was 
his hope. He also said it was ‘‘the hope 
of Israel,’’ thus showing that the hope 
of the Gospel is the hope of Israel. The 
real Israel of God was not confined to 
the natural Israel, but after the ascension 
of our Lord those of other nations were 
brought under the bond of the covenant. 
In this true sense we learn from Paul 
that ‘‘they are not all Israel that are of 
Israel..’ Rom. 9: 6. The children of 
the promise are counted for the seed, as 
it is written ‘‘in Isaac shall thy seed be 
‘called; all the seed are brought together 
under one Headship in Christ. If ye be 
Christ’s then are ye Abraham’s seed and 
heirs according to the promise.’’

the pillar of smoke; neither was any 
defect found in the omer, the two loaves, 
and the shew bread, and although the 
people stood close pressed together yet 
when they worship there was room suf- 
ficient; neither did a serpent, or scorpion, 
injure a person in Jerusalem; nor did a 
man say to his neighbor, I have not 
room to lodge in Jerusalem. 


Ten things were created on the eve of 
the Sabbath, in the twilight, and these 
are they: The mouth of the earth, the 
mouth of the ass, the mouth of the 
spring, the rainbow, the manna, the rod 
of Moses, the shameer, the characters, 
writing and tables, and some say, also 
the demons, and the grave of our great 
legislator Moses, and the ram for our 
father Abraham, and also the prepared 
instrument of a tongs. 


Seven things are to be met with in a 
rude person and seven in a wise man, 
the wise man will not speak before one 
who exceeds him in wisdom and years, ~ 
nor will he interrupt his neighbor in his 
discourse, neither is he in haste to an- 
swer. He inquireth according to the 
subject and answereth according to the 
constitution and will answer the first

There are four different forms in the 
passions of mankind, he who is easily 
pacified loses more than he gains; he 
whom it is difficult to provoke and diffh- 
cult to pacify gains more than he loses; 
he whom it is difficult to provoke and 
easy to pacify is pious; but he who is 
easily provoked and with difficulty to 
pacify acts wickedly. 

There are four qualities perceivable in 
disciples, he who is quick to apprehend 
and quick to forget loses more than he 
gains; he who with difficulty apprehends 
and with difficulty forgets gains more 
than he loses; he who apprehends quickly 
and with difficulty forgets hath a good 
portion; he who with difficulty appre- 
hends and quickly forgets hath an evil 
portion. 

There are four qualities to be met with 
* in those who attend to hear the instruc- 
tion of the sages; those who act as a 
sponge, a funnel, a strainer and a: sieve; 
as a sponge which sucks it all up: as a 
funnel which receive it at one end and 
discharge it at the other; as a strainer 
which letteth the wine pass but retaineth 
the least; as a sieve which discharges the 
bran but retaineth the fine flour. 

Every affection that depends on some 
sensual worldly cause if that cause sees 
it, the affection sees it, but that which 
doth not depend on such cause will never 
cease. Where do we meet with an af- 
fection that dependeth on a_ sensual 
cause? Such was the love of Ammon to 
Tamar; but that which doth not depend 
on such a cause was the love of David 
and Jonathan.

Christ the Atonement. ‘‘The Scriptures 
cannot be broken. Men have twisted and 
tried to upset the Word of God, ‘‘Judge 
not the Lord by feeble sense,’’ says the 
poet. Poor man has no standing in the 
presence of God’s Word. Jesus Christ 
declared on the cross, ‘‘It is finished.’’ 
As when Moses had carried out the

made which has separated us from our 
guilt and death and brought us back to 
God through Christ our Atonement.’’

WORK AMONG THE CHILDREN. 





REPORT BY MRS. ALMIRA E. GREGG. 





We believe the Lord called us into the 
work of the New Covenant Mission, to 
labor among the Jewish mothers and 
children of the household of Israel. 
August 7th we began the work and have 
visited in the hospitals, viz: the Passa- 
vant, Homeopathic, West Penn, Mercy, 
Allegheny General and the Presbyterian, 
leaving Hebrew-Jargon Bibles, Testa- 
ments and pamphlets for Jewish patients. 
We now have the Bible in all the hos- 
pitals of the two cities for Hebrew pa- 
tients. At the Bentleyville camp-meet- 
ings which I visited I had opportunity 
to speak of the work of the Mission, 
distributed 25 copies of the GLory OF 
ISRAEL. 


We re-opened the children’s school in 
. August after a month’s vacation and the 
last week of that month gave the chil- 
dren another outing, bringing them on 
the cars to our Headquarters where the 


children were entertained by the workers 
and friends. A fine time was enjoyed 
by the dear lambs. After refreshments 
were served we held exercises in the 
Mission parlor and it was a great pleasure 
to listen to them singing redemption 
songs. ‘Truly a little child shall lead 
them. OurSuperintendent, Bro. Ruben, 


gave an address and upon asking the 
children how many believed that Jesus 
was the Messiah quite a number raised 
their hands and seemed earnest as they 
declared their belief. The company of 
friends present enjoyed the afternoon 
and greatly appreciated the work among 
the children. So sad to think that so 
many Jewish children are brought up 
without Christ and we as Christians are 
so indifferent about it. 


Secured a position for a Hebrew-Chris- 
tian girl who was discharged by her 
Jewish employer because she had accept- 
ed the Christian faith. We have visited 
the homes of our children, organized a 
mother’s meeting, that we might bring 
light and sunshine in their somber lives 
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and lead these mothers to Him who 
bought them with His own blood. Let 
us pray earnestly for that work that the 
Holy Spirit may work mightily in their 
hearts. In praise and joy of the Lord 
and humility in the Master's service. 


The Work of the Mission. 


Not the least of the work this summer 
was the effective Open Air Campaign. 
The Thursday evening meetings on 
Magee Street held fine Jewish gather- 
ings, who listened attentively to the 
Gospel messages. The Sunday after- 
noon services on Congress Street were in 
the nature of a well conducted religious 
service, the congregations at some of 
these services reached many hundreds of 
mostly Jewish people. 

We acknowledge the goodness of the 
Lord in permitting these ‘‘highways’’ to 
be cast up in Pittsburg and for the mani- 
fest blessings enjoyed at these services 
so inspiring to all the workers. 

Again we acknowledge with heartfelt 
appreciation the loyal assistance of our 
friends, who with our regular workers, 
form a strong band of Christian helpers. 

As we afterwards deal with a number 
of individual Jews, who make up our 
congregations, they tell us that these 
meetings are moulding their thoughts 
in Christian doctrine, and not a few are 
persuaded that Jesus must be the Mes- 
siah. If such meetings were conducted 
in Jewish centres in other cities it would 
not leave the multitude of our Jewish 
people without Gospel testimony. 





Looking Forward. 


We are planning our fall work and 


ask the prayers of our friends that the’ 


coming fall may bring a Jewish revival. 
We hope to carry on some special meet- 
ings and expect to be assisted by a num- 
ber of workers from out of the city. 





Our Relief Work. 


We are preparing larger things for the 
relief of the poor this coming season. 
Our ladies expect to resume their weekly 
sewing for the poor, and Mrs. Ruben, 
Mrs. Gondret, our deaconess, Mrs. 
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Gregg, Miss McConnell and workers 
hope to do systematic relief work during 
the winter. We look back with real 
pleasure at what has been done in this 
department in former seasons. 

We are now ready to receive cast-off 
clothing, shoes, underwear, groceries, 
vegetabies, canned goods and edibles 
for distribution among the needy. 
The preaching of this kind of practical 
Gospel reaches the hearts of the people 
and makes the religion of Christ a reali- 
ty. We ask our friends to especially 
share with us in a special distribution of 
‘‘baskets’’ at the coming Thanksgiving 
Day. 





Monthly Meetings, 


The September Monthly Prayer Con- 
ference was well attended. Rev. C. L. 
McKee, Presbyterian pastor, residing at 
Washington, Pa., was the principal 
speaker in the afternoon. He gave an 
interesting address on his recent visit to 
the ‘‘Holy Land’’ and linked together 
the predictions of Scripture and history 
to prove both the progress of Christianity 
and the condition of the Jewish people as 
being fulfilled according to prophecy. 
The season of intercessory prayer in be- 
half of Israel was the inbreathing of the 
Holy Spirit’s outpouring plea for Israel’s 
salvation. In the evening Mr. Henri 
Gondret gave a strong message on ‘‘Is- 
rael’’ toa fine gathering, showing that 
in this young brother the cause of Israel 
has another champion worker. Mfrs. 
Gondret, his mother, gave some effective 
messages in song both afternoon and 
evening. A service of praise was led by 
Bro. Biggerstaff and he pointed out the 
fact that seven Jewish testimonies were 
given with those by other Christians.

Holland. 


Work goes on unopposed among the 
Jews in Amsterdam, Utrecht and the 
Hague, but at Rotterdam no stone was 
left unturned in the desire to hinder.

Jews attended the mission hall at Rotter- 
dam. 





Bucharest. 


Rev. J. H. Adeney has had large lan- 
tern lectures in the school playground. 
There were 254 children present. 





Jerusalem. 


Rev. J. E. Hanauer states that the 
reason for a recent epidemic was ex- 
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plained by bigots as being the sins of 
Israel, especially in that so many of them 
attend the Mission Hospital, dispensary 
and schools. Blessing attended General 
Booth’s meetings during his visit, and 
some of the Jewish enquirers have been 
roused to greater earnestness. 





Damascus. 


There is much fanaticism here which 
has greatly affected the 20,000 Jews of 
the place, and makes missionary work 
very difficult. The Sabbath school pre- 
sents the most hopeful part of the school 
work, there being from 100 to 250 schol- 
ars. From one to three hundred Jews 
enter the book depot, ‘‘in the street 
which is called Strait’? (Acts 9: 11), on 
Saturdays for conversational meetings.

ZIONISM. 


Zionist Congress. 


The Seventh Zionist Congress conclud- 
ed its labors on August 2nd last. Herr 
Wolffsohn closed the Congress with a 
fervent speech and declared, ‘‘I shall not 
be accused of exaggerated optimism 
when I assert that the crisis in Zionism 
is overcome. We have founded anew 
the Basle program; we have arranged for 
practical work ii Palestine and thus help- 
ed our movement.’’ A deeply religious 
spirit pervaded the speech which greatly 
impressed the audience. 





The Zionist Position. 


The Jewish Chronicle declares editorially 
that the Congress has no positive achieve- 
ment to its credit. It belittles the policy 
to embark upon work in Palestine in a 
small way. ‘The Zionists intend to pro- 
mote agriculture and industry, the ‘‘cul- 
tural and economic improvement and or- 
ganization of Palestine Jews,’’ and the 
acquisition of concessions. In other 
words, the Zionists have now abandoned 
the high road traced out for them at 
earlier meetings, i. e., to do nothing un- 
til a charter was granted for a Jewish 
State. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Segall have their hands 
full, and more helpers are needed. 


International Jewish 


Missionary Conference. 


The preliminary program of the next 
International Jewish Missionary Con- 
ference has reached Rev. Louis Meyer, 
Secretary of the Hebrew-Christian Con- 
ference. The Conference will be held at 
Amsterdam, Holland, on April 24 to 25, 
1906, and among the subjects proposed 
for discussion are the following: Judaism; 
Jewish Polemics and Christian Apolo- 
getics; What is allowable in practical 
work among the Jews?; The importance 
of the missionary school in Jewish work: 
How to reach the women; What shall 
we do with the Jews and others? A full 
program will be issued soon. 


National Territorialist Organization. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill, who has assumed 
the leadership of the Jewish Territorical 
Organization, publishes an official mant- 
festo on the aims of this new society, 
which seceded from the great body of 
the Zionists at the last Basle Congress. 
The object of the society is to procure a 
territory upon an autonomous basis for 
persecuted Jews. The organization em- 
bodies the Zionist program, with the 
addition that they will not confine their 
labors to the acquistion of Palestine, 
which, moreover, they consider insuf- 
ficient to provide a home at present for 
the Jews who can not and will not re- 
main in the countries where they now 
live. The arguments of Mr. Zangwill, 
which he «expounds at length, are well 
known. ‘There are many Jews who have 
to leave their present homes and wherever 
they gothey will, after a short while, 
create anti-Semitism, and therefore they 
have to be settled in some place where 
they arein nobody’s way.—Am. /sraelite.
